‘The shells and coverings of sea creatures 
encase intricate structures whose symme- 
try is only imperfectly revealed when the 
shell is broken. To provide a perfect view 
of this internal geometry Pat Cook, a stu- 
dent X-ray technician at the University 
of North Carolina’s Memorial Hospital, 
spent six weeks X-raying shells. She tried 
half a dozen tests before she could get a 
sharp image of the nautilus’s inner cham- 
hers. Less dense structures, like the sea 
horse and sand dollar, required extremely 
soft rays to show detail. Shown recently at 
a radiological meeting, Miss Cook’s beau- 
tifully delicate photographs won first prize.

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EDITORIALS 


“Tools of Today” (p. 96), which completes Lire’s series on 
America’s arts and skills. is a startling reminder of how much 
beauty can be found in an industrial civilization. Our lives 
are surrounded by abstract art: the proud slant of the fun- 
nels of the United States, the uncoiling clover leaves of our 
highway intersections, squadrons of moon-fat grain bins, the 
marvelous patterns in a high-octane cracking plant. Why is 
it that as “the machine” and its functions grow more com- 
plicated, its abstract forms seem to grow handsomer and bet- 
ter proportioned? 

There are several reasons. First, the machine and its prod- 
ucts were never as inherently ugly as the 19th Century esthe- 
ticians (Ruskin. Morris. et al,) taught us to believe. The: just 
had ugly by-products, and of these the ugliest was the mis- 
guided effort to prettify them. But the more complex they 
grow, the less room is left for irrelevant ornament. The 
Pennsylvania Station in Manhattan could emulate the Baths 
of Caracalla, but a modern airport has to be too efficient to 
imitate anything but itself. 

Second. our best industrial designers and architects have 
been trying to simplify everything they could get their hands 
on for the last years. Like all major trends, the Bauhaus 
movement has had its fringe of foolish excesses, but its basic 
philosophy (“form follows function”) has remained sturdy 
enough to keep out more rococo fads. And the more influ- 
ence good modern designers have gained in U.S, industry, 
the more respect have they developed for the engineers. 

After 30 years of battling and educating each other, the 


masters of form and the masters of function are at last achiev-

‘The esthetic argument for this good news starts with Plato, 
who said that the elements of geometry are “eternally and 
absolutely beautiful.” The Parthenon was a frozen series of 
Euclidean theorems; Gothic cathedrals rose from (but never 
departed from) a few newly discovered principles of engineer- 
ing. Similarly, modern industry is based on certain precise 
mathematical relations among things; and this precision, elab- 
orated in wind tunnels, atom-smashers and skyscrapers, yields 
a more and more imposing balance of forms which, like the 
design of a snowflake, is inherent in nature’s own laws. 

"Such beauty as we admire in Greek vases,” says Sir Her- 
bert Read, the English critic, "... can undoubtedly be pro- 
duced by machinery,” for its products ‘can satisfy all the 
canons of beauty which have a basis in numerical propor- 
tion.” Bad design can also offend these canons, and we have 
plenty of that, even in Detroit. But the best design, how- 
ever “intuitional,” is rooted in formal mathematical prin- 
ciples whose “golden surveying reed [said Milton] marks out 
and measures every quarter and circuit of New Jerusalem.” 
When imaginative designers and bold builders collaborate 
with these principles, they can give the spirit of their age 
great expression. 

The objects pictured on pages 96-114 are all strictly utili- 
tarian. Their beauty is a natural but designed by-product of 
precise and imaginative workmanship, in which Americans 
deserve to take a sentient pleasure as well as a practical pride. 
Such objects will be studied by art historians centuries hence 
for the same reason we now admire Colonial Williamsburg. 
But since we are getting all this new beauty in our lifetimes, 
let us enjoy it now, with thanks, and ask for more. 


PROFESSORS AND ETHICS 


Can an admitted present Communist have a moral right to 
teach in U.S. universities? Is it desirable for universities to 
have Communism explained by Commun Phe American 
Association of University Professors answers “yes” to both 
these questions. 

The A.A.U.P., in its recent St. Louis convention, took 
three important positions. The first is that Communist party 
membership is not conclusive evidence of “unfitness to teach 
because of incompetence, lack of scholarly objectivity, or in- 
tegrity””—not unless the member is caught in an overt attempt 
to win his students to Communism. The second is that to use 
the Fifth Amendment as refusal to testify regarding possible 
Communist activities, even when “legally indefensible,” is 
not necessarily “morally or academically blameworthy.” The 
third position is this: “To maintain a healthy state of thought 
and opinion in this country, it is desirable for adherents of 
Communism, like those of other forms of revolutionary 
thought, to present their views, especially in colleges and uni- 
versities. . . . How else are Americans to know the nature of 
the ideological currents in their world?” 

This last position, as New York University’s doughty logi- 
cian Sidney Hook has pointed out, is like holding it necessary 
to employ bankrupts to study the laws of bankruptcy. The 
first two represent a confusion between academic freedom and 
professional ethics. 

The A.A.U.P. maintains that until a teacher becomes a 
proven advocate, his academic freedom entitles him to be- 
lieve anything he wants. But in the case of Communism, the 
party's own doctrine has been spelled out, for instance in 
this 1937 formulation (never repealed): “Communist teach- 
ers must take advantage of their positions, without exposing 


themselves, to give their students, to the best of their ability, 
working class [i.e., Communist] instruction... . Only when 
teachers have really mastered Marxist-Leninism will they 
be able skillfully to inject it into their teaching at the least 
risk of exposure.” 

As to the Fifth Amendment, there may well be cases where 
a teacher with past and innocent Communist associations 
feels morally justified in using it to shield others, To say that, 
however, is not to say that his usefulness as a teacher is unim- 
paired. Rutgers University was censured by the A.A.U.P. for 
firing two Fifth Amendment professors. Rutgers in reply has 
just reiterated the position taken by President Lewis Webster 
Jones. Academic freedom is not a negative “freedom to be 
silent” but “the positive freedom to perform the traditional 
functions of research and teaching in the spirit of truth. 
For members of a university faculty to refuse to give a ra- 
tional account of their position on vital community issues .. . 
cuts the ground out from under academic freedom. . . . A 
minimum responsibility would seem to be that [teachers] state 
frankly where they stand on matters of such deep public con- 
cern, and of such relevance to academic integrity, as member- 
ship in the Communist party.” 

Academic integrity is the issue with which the A.A.U.P. 
has not come to grips in its tortured canvass of this subject. 
A profession which claims a special kind of freedom must 
surely have a special code of ethics to justify it. The law, 
medicine and other professions do not welcome impostors 
whose purpose is to break their code and subvert professional 
trust. Why are university professors unable to write a code 
worthy of themselyes? Until they do, President Jones’s state- 
ment sounds to us like the best guide for academic behavior.

Kidnaped into Red Tibet 


WELSH CLIMBERS MEET ORDEAL BY MAN AND MOUNTAIN 


by SYDNEY WIGNALL 


Early this year the world heard the first fragmentary accounts of 
one of the most remarkable adventures in mountaineering history. 
The story began last summer when six Welshmen led by. 33-year- 
old Sydney Wignall left Britain for the Himalayas. Their objective 
was a formidable one: the unclimbed 24,000-foot Nalkankar, high- 
est known peak in West Nepal. On Oct. 19, leaving four expedition 
members behind, Wignall started from the base camp for the assault. 


N Oct. 23, we were camped on the slopes of Nalkankar. We found 

that we were short of rations and decided to send Koila, the head 
porter, and another porter named Ratti over the Kathang Pass into 
‘Tibet to buy native flour. As Nepalese, they had the right to enter 
Tibet without passports or other formalities. 

On Oct. 25, exactly at noon by my watch, Harrop was crouched 
over a primus stove trying to bake oatmeal cakes and I was writing in 
my diary when I glanced up the track from the Kathang Pass 

I said to Harrop, “Don’t look now, but here come some Chinese.” 

John didn’t even raise his head. Busy with his oatmeal cakes, he 
said, “I hope they've brought their own food 

‘The leader of the Chinese was a tall, rather good-looking man who 
we later found was the local jongpen, or district officer. He wore a 
khaki tunic and a peaked cap with a big enamel red star on it, and 
carried a Mauser automatic pistol. The four Chinese soldiers with 
him also carried automatic pis- 
tols, and one had a submachine 
gun and four grenades. With the 
Chinese were four Tibetans, and 
our porters, Koila and Ratti, 
who looked very crestfallen. We 
discovered later that they had 
been severely beaten with gun 
butts to force them to reveal 
our whereabouts. 

‘The Chinese jongpen spoke in 
Chinese to the Tibetans, they 
spoke in Nepali to Suwal, and he 
translated into English for u: 
“No harm will befall you. Do 
not be concerned. But you must 
come with us to the local garri- 
son headquarters at Taklakot.”

on the peak with John Harrop, an 18-year-old Nepalese interpreter 
named Damodar Suwal, and four Nepalese porters. On Oct. 30 the 
porters stumbled into the base camp, exhausted and frozen. They 
reported how Wignall, Harrop and Suwal had been captured by 
Red Chinese soldiers just before climbing Nalkankar and had been 
taken into Tibet. Here Wignall gives the complete account of their 
captivity and perilous return across the Himalayas in midwinter. 


That afternoon we marched off across the pass toward Tibet. To- 
ward nightfall we reached the tiny settlement of Kathang where 
horses and mules were waiting, and we were ordered to mount. Har- 
rop, Suwal and I had never ridden in our lives. My pony had a Tibetan 
pack saddle—two wooden cross pieces and a center board, and as we 
stumbled through the darkness I fell off four times. 

At the settlement a tall, distinguished Tibetan wearing an embroi- 
dered coat and a gold-embroidered hat joined our group, and he now 
rode ahead of me. We learned that his name was Gin-Din-Rhou and 
that he was the high lama of Jitkot, where we were being taken for 
the time being. As we rode he unceasingly droned the Buddhist 
prayer, Om Mani Padme Hum (Hail the Jewel in the Lotus). 

After about three hours’ riding, we came to the monastery of Jit- 
kot, a huge building surrounded by ruins of forts built before Marco 
Polo. We were led through a gate into a courtyard, ghostly in the 

moonlight, then through a s 
ries of doorways so low that w 
had to bend almost double, up 
a staircase and left in a large 
empty room. 

We were to spend over two 
days at the monastery, where 
the pleasant Gin-Din-Rhou al- 
lowed us to wander about as we 
wished. We were fairly naive 
about the Chinese at that point, 
and Harrop and I discussed an 
optimistic plan. We still had in 
our possession the flags we had 
intended to fly from the summit 
of Nalkankar: the Union Jack, 
the flag of Nepal, the flag of the 
United Nations and, finally, the

z y the Chinese flag. Harrop and I now talked happily 
of inviting the Chinese to make a joint expedition to Nalkankar’s 
summit from the Tibetan side. 

On the third morning at the monastery, I again climbed to the 
great flat roof, It was a bright, clear day, As I stood there looking 
across the mountains toward Nalkankar, Gin-Din-Rhou came up 
on the roof and stood silently beside me. He pointed to the summit 
of Nalkankar, then, putting his left arm round my shoulder, his 
right hand pressed against my heart, he looked at me and sadly 
shook his head. 

The Chinese, it seemed, insisted that we go on to Taklakot at 
once. We packed and started off on foot with Gin-Din-Rhou rid- 
ing alongside. In my pocket were letters I had written to my wife 
and to the other aditers of the expedition whom we had left back 
in Nepal. We were strung out along the track, with Gin-Din-Rhou 
riding ahead, when we came to one of the many Mani walls: 
100-foot-long structures built of red sandstone blocks, heavily in- 
scribed with Tibetan prayers. ‘Tibetans must pass these walls only 
on the left-hand side. As Gin-Din-Rhou rode that way we saw 
ming toward us on the other side of the wall a party of Tibetan 
traders, undoubtedly headed for Nepal. 

Harrop, Suwal and I darted to the right-hand side of the wall. 
As it hid us from the others, Suwal quickly slipped our precious 
letters to one of the passing Tibetans, promising baksheesh when 
the letters were delivered. Our messages,we were later to discover, 
ultimately caused the British and Nepalese governments to de- 
mand our releas 


A grim prison 


IHE town of Taklakot turned out to be a hillside honeycombed 

with caves and dotted with mud huts. We were taken to a 
mud-brick building considerably larger than the huts, with an 
inner courtyard full of Chinese soldiers. 

Inside the building the jongpen had us searched again, this 
time far more thoroughly than before. Most of our equipment was 
thrown into a small room at the back of the courtyard, and we 
were put in a cell about 12 feet by 12, with a ceiling so low that 
we could not stand upright. 

We had barely entered the cell when there was a great hubbub 
in the yard. Defying the young Chinese guard, we rushed out in 
time to see our four Nepalese porters being pushed out of the 
courtyard at the points of submachine guns. The leading porter, 
Koila, was weeping. In great distress, he shouted in Nepali to 
Suwal, “The Chinese have ordered us to return to Nepal: we 
never see you again.” The porters had no tents, foot or money, 
and we later learned that they reached the base camp at Saipal in 
the last stages of physical exhaustion, 

‘That evening the Chinese brought us our first prison meal. It 
consisted of rice and curried goat meat and tasted good. But this 
was not to last for long. Day by day the guards became increasingly 
hostile, and the food deteriorated accordingly. 

‘The first real incident occurred on Nov. 4. I was suffering from 
dysentery. Harrop and Suwal went into the courtyard to make me

One of the guards—we called him “Schicklgruber” be- 
cause he was a little man who rolled his eyes when he lost his 
temper, which was often—kicked the tea can out of Harrop’s hand 
and threatened him with a club. Two other guards held him by 
the arms. Meanwhile a fourth guard beat Suwal with his gun. Both 
were thrown back into the cell, and from then on the door was 
kept locked. 

Next day we were allowed into the courtyard for a brief period 
and saw that on a large, gray barrackslike building across the Kar- 
nali River two large radio masts had 
appeared overnight. The day afterward 
we saw six Chinese army officers ride 
up to the building on mules, Three of 
them wore quilted cotton uniforms but 
the other three wore blue serge tunics 
with high necks. 

We were in the courtyard two days 
later when we saw one of the blue- 
uniformed men signal across the river 
to our guards. Two of them approached 
me with pointed guns and indicated 
that I was to go with them, I was taken 
across the river, through a courtyard 
filled with Tibetan officials wearing em- —~ 
broidered coats and silver daggers, and FLAGS carried by expedition 
into a small room, are placed upon the summit 

Grouped round a table, on tubular of an unnamed 20,000-foot 

steel chairs, sat the six Chinese who mountain climbed by Harrop. 
had arrived the day before. They were 
drinking tea and nibbling sweetmeats. 
They looked at me with no trace of expression. I reached for 
one of the unoccupied tubular steel chairs. One of the men at the 
table, a small man with a chubby face, said in English, “You t 
not sit on a chair, you must sit on the floor.” I protested, “I'd 
rather stand.” A guard prodded me with a gun. I squatted on the 
floor. The men at the table grinned at one another. 

T was asked my name, age and profession and for family details. 
These I supplied. Then the chubby-cheeked officer asked, “Who 
sponsored your expedition?” I replied, “The Mountaineering Club 
of North Wales.” 

“What is the club’s purpose?” 

“To bring together the climbing fraternity of Wales.” 

“What is the club’s other purpose?” 

“Tt has no other purpose.” 

‘The chubby-faced man spoke to the man I realized must be the 
provincial governor. He was about 58. He never looked at me and 
instead stared at the ceiling. He answered the chubby-faced man 
in a low murmur and the chubby man turned back to me, saying, 
“What you say is a lie. You must answer more honestly. Who is 
the big leader of your club?” 

I replied, “Our president is Eugene Brunning, C.B. 

“He, then, is the organizer of this illegal invasion of China?” 

I said, “We haven’t invaded China. We were arrested in Nepal.” 

He repeated, “You have made an illegal invasion of China.” 

This statement was repeated, with variations, about 20 times in 
the course of the next two and a half hours. 

The chubby interrogator put before me a piece of paper. On it 
was written, in English, “I confess to making an Sllewel davasion of 
People’s China.” He handed me a fountain pen and asked me to 
sign the paper. When I refused, he said, “You were arrested by 
the People’s Liberation Army; this proves you were in China.” 

When I asked him where the Nepal-Tibet border was situated, 
he answered sharply, “You must not ask questions when you are 
in our house.” 

From a briefcase he produced our flags. Pointing to the Union 
Jack, he said, ‘This is the flag of Britain.” I agreed. Then he pro- 
duced the flag of the United Nations and said, “This is the in- 
ternational flag.” When I agreed, he said, “The United Nations 
sent you here to China.” 

I said, “That’s ridiculous.” 

Then he pulled out the Nepalese flag we had been carrying and 
said, “This is the flag of Wales.” I said no, it was the flag of 
Nepal. He didn’t believe me. 

Then he triumphantly whipped out the Chinese flag and de- 
manded, “Why do you carry with you the flag of the People’s 
Republic of China?” I said, “We hoped to fly it from the summit 
of Nalkankar.” 

This got them all very excited. One of them, a short man with 
a face like a monkey, leaped up. Pushing his finger into my face, 
he shouted something in Chinese. The chubby-faced man said, in

I said there were Tibetans living in parts of Nepal; did 
he mean them? Smoothie promptly answered, “All Tibetans are 
citizens of China: where Tibetans live is part of China.” 

T asked about the three areas of Nepal where Tibetans live—the 
‘Tinkar valley next to the Indian frontier, the Manangboht area in 
central Nepal and the Mount Everest area. Smoothie affirmed, “All 
these places are in Tibet.” 

I asked Smoothie if he knew that Everest had been climbed in 
1953 by a New Zealander called Hillary and a Nepalese called 
Tenzing. He was astonished. He consulted agitatedly with the 
others, then demanded further details. 

“Why did they climb Mount Everest?” 

I was about to say, “Because it’s the highest mountain in the 
world,” then realized that the Chinese would not regard this as a 
“real purpose.” So, for the first time since I had fallen into their 
hands, I told a lie. I said solemnly, “A man named John Hunt had 
some old oxygen bottles in his cellar: he, Hillary and Tenzing 
thought this was a good chance to get rid of them.” 

Smoothie discussed this at some length with the provincial goy- 
seize. hen he atked tue euepitiovaly, “What dia they da with

was in putting uranium in Hunt’s unwanted oxygen bottles before 
depositing them on the summit of Mount Everest. I answered 
that I was not in Hunt’s ednfidence on that point. 

This conversation had been written down by one of the men in 
blue uniform. Smoothie read out the account to me and asked me 
if it correct. What had been written was: “On an unknown 
date in May 1953, a Mr. Hillary and a Mr. Tenzing illegally occu- 
pied a mountain in Tibet and left on the summit two oxygen bottles 
filled with uranium—for an unknown purpose.” Smoothie held 
this out to me and said, “You will sign, please.” It was the one and 
only document I signed for the Chinese. I did so with the greatest 
of pleasure. 

On Nov. 16 the usual questions had gone on for about an hour. 
I felt very weak and ill. The men sat around their table, their faces 
impassive, drinking tea and eating sweetmeats. The provin 
ernor, still staring at the ceiling with his hands neatly cros 
his knees, asked if I would not “reconsider signing a confe 

‘The confession was held in front of me and a pen was thrust into 
my hand. I pointed to the provincial governor. ‘Tell that man,” 
I said to Smoothie, “he’s a bloody fascist.” My voice shook. 

All the men round the table, including, for once, the provincial 
governor, began to bang their fists on the table and to scream at me. 

Smoothie shouted, “Unless you cease to be insulting you will 
be punished!” 

T was handed a piece of paper and a pencil. Smoothie said, “You 
will return to your room and write a criticism of your behavior.” 

I wrote nothing, and no more was ever said about self-criticism. 
But the next day I was once more allowed to go out into the yard. 

There seemed to be increased military activity in Taklakot. 
Work on a big new barracks on the hilltop across the river was 
nearly finished. Men on mules and pack-trains of equipment were 
coming in along the track from Lhasa. In London and Delhi we 
had been told that there might be 200 Chinese soldiers in the Tak- 
lakot area. Our own observations made it clear that there were 
actually about 4,000. The last outpost we had seen across the fron- 
tier in Nepal was manned by only six Gurkha soldiers. 

The Indians had told us that the Chinese were building a road 

vm Lhasa to Taklakot, but were confident that it had not yet pro- 

Yed much beyond Lhasa. During our confinement we learned 
‘he Chinese expect their road to reach Taklakot by the middle 
‘Y. From Lhasa it runs back all the way to Peking. 
¥ 10 we began the old weary round of interrogation again. 
is grew worse. Smoothie told me, “If you do not confess, 
+ tried by a People’s Court, you will be convicted, and 
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then you will be punished.” I asked what the punishment would 
be, and was told, “You will stay here forever.” 

I was given three minutes to consider. When I still refused, my 
interrogators had a long discussion, in which the provincial gov- 
ernor played a prominent part. Then, unaccountably, Smoothie 
turned to me and abruptly announced, “We have been instructed 
to release you tomorrow 

We had been captives of the Chinese since Oct. 25. I had been 
wearing the same shirt for four months. Suwal’s shirt had worn 
out and he was wearing two sweaters. Harrop was best off, sti 
having two shirts. Our soap had given out five weeks before. 
of food and exercise had left us in a 
poor physical condition. But I was now 
buoyed up by the prospect of freedom 
and the thought that we had only an 
easy 10 days’ march between us and 
Pithoragarh, in Indian territory. 

The guards, knowing that we were 
to be re relaxed their vigilance, 
and we all were put back together in 
the big communal cell. We excited- 
ly discussed our plans for our pro- 
jected return trip over the Lipu Pass, 
then down along a broad easy track, 
where there were numerous villages, 
to Pithoragarh. 

We were sitting talking about this

“SMOOTHIE” was the pris

equipment which they had taken from — Wignall found and smuggled 
us on our arrival. It was all there; out in the back of a mirror, 
tents, sleeping bags, air mat- 

e axes and, above all, our cameras— 
eo camera and a 16-mm cinecamera. 
What was more, in my rucksack were several rolls of unexposed 
film, safe in their plastic bag. 

For the first time the Chinese interrogators now came across 
the river to visit our prison. They walked into the yard, ignoring 
us but looking inquisitively around the quarters. The prison cook 
hurried out. followed by the guards, all carrying dishes which the 
had evidently been instructed to prepare for the visitor 
were bowls of cur meat, boiled and fried vegetables, noodles 
with poached eggs on top, flat white cakes of fresh bread, bowls of 
shrimp. The Chinese interrogators squatted down in the court- 
yard and started to gulp this feast. We indicated to the c that 
we would like some too. He snapped a refusal. 

When they had all finished eati moothie came over to me 
and said, “You will be supplied with rations for your journey.” 
T asked what we would get. “Sixty pounds of flour and 10 pounds 
of sugar,” he answered. 

I could not believe my ears. Such rations, I pointed out, were 
totally insufficient for a 10 days’ march. But Harrop grabbed my 
arm and urged me not to press the point. After all, he pointed out, 
the route we planned would get us to the Indian frontier in two 
days’ time. 
moothie, who had been listening, interrupted with a bland 
mile. “You will not be allowed to return through Hindustan. 
You will re-enter Nepal, as you left it, through the Urai Pass.” 

He stood smilingly waiting for our reaction to this stunning 
news. We knew that at this time of the year conditions on the 
Urai Pass, 19,500 feet high and blocked by heavy snow, would be 
almost unbearable. We were sure that, for men in our condition 
on short rations, it would be a death march. The first Nepalese 
village was nine daysfrom Taklakot. 


‘This request cannot be met’ 


DED with Smoothie: “If you it e go back through 
Nepal, let us take the Tinkar Pass.” The Tinkar pass is 2,000 
feet lower than the Urai. Smoothie shook his head. “This request 
cannot be met. 
It seemed clear what was in his mind. They had taken it for 
granted that we were what they called “foreign agents,” and that 
the authorities would order us to Lhasa and probably to Peking. 
‘The decision, apparently from Peking, ordering our release ha; 
come as a blow. During our stay we had learned much about tj 
strength of the Chinese military forces, their barracks buildi 
their road-building, their proclaimed intention to redraw the 
of Nepal, and the condition of the Tibetan people under their 
Peking would not be pleased to know that we had been # 
to learn so much. But Peking had ordered our release. 
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FLOUNDERING IN SNOW, Tibetan porters start across treacherous Urai 
Pass on return trip, After two days of this the porters deserted, turned back. 
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solution for the Chinese at Taklakot was their knowledge that we 
probably would not survive a trip across the Urai Pass at this 
time of year, 

Harrop turned bitterly to mi 
Suwal nodded gloomy agreement. 

Horses and mules were brought and with four escorting Chinese 
soldiers we rode back to the village of Kathang, where the Chinese 
spent a day finding four Tibetan porters to carry our equipment. 
The following day we should have begun our journey. But the 
Chinese had given the porters good supplies of chang—rice wine 
—and they watched imperturbably as the porters got gloriously 
drunk. Thus two precious days were wasted. 

The Chinese escorted us to the top of the Kathang Pass, where 
they halted and ordered the porters and us to go ahead, By the 
following morning we had reached the Urai Pass. As we climbed, 
I could see the thermometer tied on the back of Harrop’s rucksack. 
At midday it read 3° Fahrenheit. Ahead we could see huge ice 
slopes leading to the summit of the p The leaden sky was full 
of snow flurrie 

We managed to keep the frightened Tibetans going by setting 
our watches back three hours to reassure them that ‘hightfall 
would not catch us high on the snowline. We reached the summit 
of the pass at four in the afternoon and started down the treacher- 
slid-ice slopes of the far side, continually losing our footing. 
At six, as it grew dark, we were forced to pitch tents. Sleep was 
impossible, We lay shivering in our sleeping bags and praying that 
it would soon be dawn. 

The next day we made relatively good progress and at two in 
the afternoon reached our old base camp at Saipal, The following 
morning the Tibetans told us the Chinese had instructed them 
to go no farther. We argued with them, pleaded with them 
and offered them five times the normal porter’s rate. But they 
retorted that they would not continue the journey with us for 
a thousand rupees. 

In a matter of minutes the Tibetans were gone, without even 
pausing to cook their own food. We ourselves sat down to a break- 
fast of paste made of flour and sugar mixed with snow. 

We decided to jettison most of our equipment, keeping our 
sleeping bags, air mattresses, ice axes and one tent. We debated 
about our crampons, generally regarded as essential for ice slopes, 
but reluctantly agreed to risk going without them in order to re- 
lieve ourselves of all possible weight. Our gravest decision con- 
cerned our two lightweight primus stoves. If we decided to jet- 
tison them, by nightfall we would have to get through the gorge 
and down to the tree line, where we could light fires. We decided 
to take the gamble. 

Despite having cut down to the minimum, we were still carrying 
large loads. Harrop had over 50 pounds. Such weight made it al- 
most impossible to balance on the more difficult parts of the track, 
where a’ single slip would take a man down to the bottom of the 
gorge a thousand feet below. 

At several places the track had been swept away by avalanches, 
leaving only an ice-covered gravel face. Far below, the Seti River 
was a bright green ribbon of fast-flowing water. We had no rope 
to tie us together. Crossing a gully, I slipped on the ice. I started 
going down the slope flat on my back. I thrashed round onto my 
face and buried the ax point in the ice. The handle was almost 
wrenched from my weak and half-frozen fingers, but after I had 
slid 60 or 70 feet it held. Panting heavily, I lay where I was for

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some minutes before clambering slowly to my feet and painfully 
cutting steps in the ice to get back to the track. Harrop and 
Suwal had gone ahead, for we had decided that if one of us should 

the others must carry on. The whole thing had happened too 
quickly for me even to cry out, and I rejoined them without a 
word. None of us had breath to spare for conversation. 

About midday we reached a point where the track, ice-covered 
and only a foot wide, crossed the naked face of a vertical cliff. In 
places it consisted of tree branches wedged into the crevices of 
the cliff. Between them were gaps covered with snow, and at every 
step we had to prod with our axes to make sure we were not about 
to rest our weight on empty space. 

At one point the track had completely collapsed, leaving a steep 
rock pitch 30 feet across. To get over it, we had to spreadeagle 
ourselves against the rock face, scraping away the snow with fingers 
and toes to find handholds and footholds. Crossing those 30 feet 
took us over an hour. 

Next we had to clamber down a steep ice-covered gully to the 
river bed and wade thigh-deep through the icy water of the river 
for a hundred yards. Back on the bank we stripped off our socks, 
boots and trousers to wring them out; ice was forming on them as 
we put them on again. It was essential that we reach a campsite 
and light a fire before it became dark if we were not to lose our 
feet from frostbite. 

To our dismay, we now found ourselves wandering in a huge 
glacial moraine, with boulders the size of houses. Just when we 
had almost given up hope of ever getting out of it, Harrop shouted 
that he had found one piece of snow-covered ground large enough 
to pitch a tent, While he and I pitched the tent, Suwal found a 
small tree growing out of the frozen face of the cliff above us. He 
smashed his ice ax breaking off a few branches, but over their 
feeble flames we managed to warm our feet and heat a little water 
to make half a cup of tepid flour paste for each of us. 


Around a boulder, a surprise 


GAIN all that night we lay awake in our sleeping bags. Next 
morning we shouldered our loads and turned the corner of the 
house-sized boulder under which we had camped. There, straight 
ahead of us, was a huge forest of fir trees. We had spent the night 
only 100 yards or so from the tree line. We hurried down to it, 
made a huge fire, and sat there enjoying the blaze. 

The two-day march from there to Dhuli village was tiring 
because of our hunger, cold and weakness, but after what we 
had already come through it seemed nothing. We had survived 
a trip across the West Nepal Himalayas from north to south 
in winter. We had made the journey from Taklakot to Dhuli 
in seven days in mid-December. In good weather it normally 
takes nine days. 

From Dhuli we turned our faces toward the foothills, trekking 
steadily for five more days. It was Christmas Day when we reached 
Chainpur, the largest village in the area. We went straight to the 
only shop and ordered Christmas dinner: tea with sugar and buf- 
falo milk and for each of us a handful of brown sugar and a two- 
inch-square piece of coconut. It tasted marvelous.

GM CONSTRUCTS A ‘VERSAILLES OF INDUSTRY’ 


In the $100 million 


eral Motors Technical Center, dedicated this 
month at Warren, Mich., a versatile U.S. corporation and a gifted U.S. 
architect—Eero Saarinen—have joined to create a combined showplace 
and workshop which has already been hailed as a model for tomorrow's 
advanced factory design. On these two pages and the following four Lire 
Photographer Andreas Feininger records the unusual beauty of this 
modern “Industrial Versailles.” 

Like the automobile itself the 25 buildings of GM's new center are 
constructed mainly of steel, glass and aluminum, with occasional walls 
of bright glazed brick to provide contrasts in color. Also like the auto- 
the buildings are all mass-produced products, put together from 

ated parts made in shops and factories all over the 
their long low geometric shapes the buildings fi 
horizontal trend in factory planning which was established in Detroit by 
the early automobile plants of the late, great Albert Kahn. Interiors like 


the stone and steel staircase on the opposite page are handsomely fin- 
ished yet stylistically simple and clean, efficient for use and pleasing to 
the eye. Since none of the buildings is over three stories high there is 
no need to wait for elevators. 

Because the center was planned as a unit, its associated architects and 
engineers were able to group their buildings in a campuslike setting of 
320 landscaped acres around an artificial lake, embellished with islands 
of weeping willow trees and a fountain designed by Sculptor Alexander 
Calder. The gleaming dome of the Styling Auditorium (right, above), 65 
feet high and 188 feet across, provides another focal point of interest. 
Eventually the whole center, with its 11 miles of roads and 85 acres of 
parking lots, will be enclosed in a green belt of forest trees, of which 
more than 13,000 have been planted. Today more than 4,000 technicians, 
ners, engineers and executives of five GM central staff organizations 
are employed here in planning and styling the company’s future products.

has good chance to succeed in deadlocked but orderly convention 


EXPRESSIVE FACE of Symington became familiar 
through hearings on the Air Force and McCarthy.

HR months before convention time, 

the struggle for the Democratic nomi- 
nation for President can be described in 
terms of a problem in elementary algebra: 

Two boys named Adlai and Estes are row- 
ing upstream in a race. Assume they both 
have the same strength and are the same dis- 
tance below the finish line. An equal distance 
above the finish line another boy named 
Stuart is sitting quietly in his boat, riding 
the current. How stror current will he 
need to beat them to the finish line? 

The problem somewhat oversimplifies the 
Democratic situation. It ignores, for in- 
stance, boys named Averell and Soapy and 
Frank who are prancing along the bank, 
throwing stones. It assumes that Adlai and 
Estes will exhaust each other. And it as- 
sumes that Stuart—whose last name is Sy- 
mington and who is the 54-year-old junior 
senator from Missouri—will not come round 
the bend into any political rapi 

These assumptions look plausible, some- 
times even probable, to an increasing num- 
ber of Democratic strategists. One of Sy- 
mington’s political friends summed up the 
feeling of these Democrats when he recently 
f there deadlock, and if the 
ys orderly and does not try to 
outh, Stu’s a cinch.” 

So far the chances of such a deadlock 
are good. Kefauver continues to handshake 
his way through the primaries, and northern 
bosses in control of big blocs of delegates 
continue to shudder and cling desperate 
to Stevenson. The chances of an orderly, 
moderate convention are even more likely if 
the elders of the Democratic party have their 
way, and they usually do at national con- 
ventions. School desegregation has widened 
the gap between north and South but the 
Democratic leaders are carefully planning a 
course to steer around it. The southern lead- 
ers so far promise that they will not walk 
out of the 1956 convention unless they are 
kicked out, and most northern leaders are 
preaching moderation and compromise. 

Such a situation would call for a pres- 
idential candidate who can write with both 
hands, a liberal conservative, a pro-labor 
businessman, a Southerner who has lived 
in the north, a civil-righter who will not 
annoy the South. Symington answers this 
description—literally. He smashed his left 
elbow as a youngster and in the long period 
of recuperation learned to write ambidex- 
trously. He comes from a border state and 
from a prominent southern family and has 
lived half his life in the north. He is a 
self-made businessman who is popular with 
labor leaders. As a senator he ranks as a

Talk of Symington-for-President is especially embarrassing— 
and tantalizing—right now. In mid-April, as chairman of a Senate 
subcommittee, Symington. began a long-delayed investigation of. 
the Air Force and its weapons programs. Every politician knows 
that if this investigation turns up any shocking facts, the chai 
man’s reputation will soar. Though Symington proposed the in- 
vestigation more than a year ago, its timing was decided on by the 
other Democratic leaders in the Senate, and the committee's study 
is scheduled to be completed and its report issued only a few weeks 
before the Democratic convention. In an election year it is patent- 
ly impossible to keep politics out of an investigation of air power, 
including guided missiles. But Symington has tried commendably, 
and successfully so far, to keep any Symington-for-President talk 
in the background. 

‘The investigation will, however, serve more as a reminder than 
as an introduction. For 10 years Symington has been an important 
figure on the Washington scene. He held five top posts in the Tru- 
man administration, including Secretary of the Air Force during 
the bitter B-36 fight with the Navy. In three and a half years in the 
Senate he has managed to get into several hot political fights,

Stu’ and sneered at him as “a man who would be President on the 
Democratic ticket in 1956,” Symington fought back and at one 
point suggested that McCarthy ought to see a psychiatrist. 

ymington’s principal senatorial role has been as a kind of 
“Voice of the Democratic Party on Defense Matters.” He was one 
of the first to be publicly alarmed about the guided missile pro- 
gram, and he has repeatedly accused the Republican secretaries 
HF thos Ban\agan joUuntiscsbeiry sacracpiaad talseytoay Teporting 
on the state of the nation’s defenses. He maintains that they are 
wasting $5 to $10 billion a year out of a $34.5 billion budget 
through bad management, duplication and the manufacture of 
what he considers outmoded weapons like supercarriers and 
antiaircraft defenses. If Symington turns out to be th 
nominee, much of the campaign oratory will be directed against 
Eisenhower's defense program. 

Symington has voted a straight party line about 90% of the 
time in the Senate. Americans for Democratic Action, a super- 
liberal organization, rates him as “right” on 80% of the important 
measures. (Kefauver D.A. rating is 100%). He is for reciprocal 
trade, foreign aid, 90% of parity, and arms for Israel. He is against 
the natural gas bill, tax credits for dividends, state title to tide- 
lands oil. With refreshing, unsenatorial candor he admits “I don’t 
know yet” how he stands on some issues. He wants to repeal Taft- 
-Hartley but is uncertain what to substitute for it. He strongly 
favors federal funds for school construction, but he has not made 
up his mind how to vote on the Powell Amendment which would 
deny such funds to segregated schooi districts. Symington some- 
times is accused of being evasive when actually he is studying and 
making up his mind. He started to co-sponsor the Bricker Amend- 
ment, for example, then studied it closely and finally opposed it. 

Symington believes that an expanding economy will solve many 
of the country’s social problems. and on this subject he hi 
three basic convictions: 1) the economy must keep expandin; 
2) the small, family-sized farm “is the backbone of the U.S. 
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3) “giantism” in business—the domination of industries by giant | 
corporations—is a national peril.

ymington’s critics argue that he does not really stand for any- 
thing, that he just plays it by ear from issue to issue, dodging 
whenever he can.

Symington has been lucky at love, 
at business and at politics, Although 
there is a popular misconception 
that he was born with a silver spoon 
in his mouth, he actually grew up a 
poor boy in an old but impecunious 
Southern family. His father was a 
professor of Romance languages at 
Amherst, Mass. but moved to Balti- 
more to study and practice law when 
Stuart was 3 years old. Stuart was 
named William Stuart Symington 
3rd, after a grandfather who was a 
major on Pickett’s staff at the Battle 
of Gettysburg. 

Although the Symington famih 
later made a financial comeback, W. 
Stuart, as he called himself then, 
was self-made. He had to borrow 
money to finish Yale (class of 1923), 
got married a year later and began 
his business career as an iron mold- 
er in Rochester, N.Y. Within three 
years he was running his first com-

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“society singer” at such places as the St. Regis and Waldorf-Astoria. 
When, after four years, she retired to the role of housewife and 
mother, she turned down an offer from Hollywood and another of 
$3,500 a week to stay on at the Waldorf, In those years of the 
mid-’30s Symington acquired a reputation as a playboy, although 
the principal reason for his frequent attendance at nightclubs 
was that he wanted to hear his wife sing. 

In 1938 Symington, then only 37, moved to St. Louis to take 
over the ailing Emerson Electric Company, which manufactured 
small electric motors. Emerson made Symington wealthy, and it 
also permanently established him as a friend of labor, “If Pm 
going to have a union here, I want it to be a strong one,” Syming- 
ton announced when he took over alter the company had barely 
survived a 53-day sit-down strike. He installed a union shop, vol- 
untary dues checkoff and profit sharing—a radical policy for man- 
agement in those days. Symington has since been criticized for 
dealing with a Communis Emerson (the local union leader was 
a recognized party member), but under the Wagner Act he had no 
alternative, His entire business career was marked by exemplary 
labor relations: there never was an guthorized work stoppage at 
any company he managed. Furthermore, organized labor has never 
forgotten him. In the 1952 Missouri primary, Harry Truman asked 
C.L.O. President Phil Murray to pass the word for labor to vote 
against Symington. Murray refused. 

‘Truman was not always against Symington. After World War IT 
the President asked him to take over the Surplus Property Board. 
Admiring Symington’s work there, he made him the first Secretary 
of the Air Force under the unification act of 1947. In the spectac- 
ular 1949 Air Force-Navy row over the B-36, Symington, a cham- 
pion of airpower and preparedness, was in the center of the action 
and received much of the credit for winning continuation of 
the B-36 program. 

He also tangled with entrenched bureaucracy by firing a civil 
servant who had flagrantly ignored his orders. Senior bureaucrats 
tried to rescind the action, arguing that civil service rules would

Beating Truman's crony 


RUMAN had already anointed an old political crony_naméd 

J. E. (“Buck”) Taylor for the nomination, and so Sy 
ton’s introduction to political campaigning turned into a rip- 
roaring primary fight. Symington learned how to speak at pienies, 
how to shake hands on Main Street. He dropped his first initial to 
make himself sound more folksy. He exhibited tremendous energy 
and ambition. And he whipped Harry Truman’s Buck Taylor by a 
2 to 1 majority. After the primary even Mrs. Truman confi 
that she had voted for Symington. 

The fight was far from over, for the election campaign was (ne 
of the dirtiest in the country. The Republican incumbent, areli- 
conservative James Kem, accused Symington of being a “500 
percenter” because of a big Emerson contract with the Air Force, 
(It had been signed after Symington left the company.) Enemies

And the 
owner of the car wrote Symington a “Teter dismissing it all as 
a “boyish prank.” 

While Kem contented himself with grabbing at Eisenhower's 
coattails, Symington crisscrossed the state, making as many as 22 
speeches a day. Eisenhower finally won Missouri by 29,599, but 
Symington sailed in by a whopping margin of 150,351 votes. He 
returned to Washington famous not only as a good administrator 
but as a shrewd politician and a slam-bang campaigner as well. 

This reputation may carry him far in 1956. Assuming the mod- 
erate, deadlocked convention, only one major obstacle still looms 
between Symington and the compromise nomination. The obsta- 
cle is Harry Truman. Even before he crossed up the boss by beat- 
ing his hand-picked candidate for senator, Symington, the 
course of cleaning up the RFC, had fired Mrs. Donald Dawson, 
then the wife of Truman’s patronage adviser. Symington’s stand- 
ing with the White House palace guard, which had never been 
high while he argued for a bigger Air Force and openly fought 
with the Navy, then dropped to zero. But he has al hit it off 
with Truman personally and has never been known to utter one 
word of personal criticism against the man he still calls “Boss.” 
Most informed guesses are that Truman would neither aid nor 
block a Symington nomination. 

The fact is that Symington has had some long, private conver- 
sations with “Boss” during the past few months. Simultaneously 
his availability as a draftable, compromise candidate has become 
more and more obvious. Truman had nothing to do with pledging 
Missouri's 38 votes to Symington, though he ‘himself had original- 
ly planned to be a member of the state’s delegation, Last week, 
however, Harry Truman withdrew as delegate, explaining, “I want 
to be a completely free agent when I go to Chicago.” 

Symington’s present position is extremely delicate, He is sin- 
cerely trying to keep politics out of his investigation of the Air 
Force. He has no campaign manager. He has returned the few, 
modest campaign contributions that have been sent in by well- 
wishers. He has avoided public, political appearances, and pr 
sumably he will continue to act this way right up to convent 
time. He says he will support whomever that convention nomi 
nates, and he has refused to choose between Stevenson and K 
But if there is a deadlock, if the convention encou 
South to stay in the party, and if a compromise candi 
needed, the tall, handsome senator from Missouri may find himself 
drafting his acceptance speech—writing with both hands.
